I. Schelling's works upon natural philosophy lead him upon many im- 
portant points beyond the scope and contents of Fichte's Wissenschafts- 
lehre, with the result that he leaves this farther and farther behind him. I 
speak of these nos. 1 974-1 978 all together, although they evince several 
differences of detail. But the real philosophical principles, and the funda- 
mental thought that produced the whole system of the Naturphilosophie, 
always remained the same, — not only in nos. 1 974-1 978, but in all the 
later publications by Schelling upon natural philosophy. The following 
remarks upon the significance of the Naturphilosophie, and its relation to 
the Kantian philosophy [under V and II below], hold therefore not only 
for this particular series of works [nos. 1 974-1 978], but for the whole 
natural-philosophy side of Schelling's literary activity. 

II. Schelling's Natural Philosophy gives evidence of the influence of 
both Kant and Fichte. It sets out from Kant's Dynamik in the M.A., 
and adopts in principle the Kantian views of the organism. But just as 
Fichte had laid a deeper foundation for the results of Kant's theoretical 
and practical philosophy, so Schelling attempts for his part to refer the 
results of the M.A. and U. to more certain first principles than the Kantian. 
It is well known that Kant originally had no intention of ending his contri- 
butions to natural philosophy with the M.A., but had promised further a 
Metaphysik der Natur (cf. R.Vb. XLIII ; U. end of the Preface), and 
that, even in the last years of his life, he was still working at a book upon 
the transition from the metaphysical first principles of the natural sciences 
to physics (cf. nos. 149, 150). It looks, therefore, at first sight, as though 
Schelling's undertaking were to be regarded as an essay in accordance with 
the Kantian views and in the Kantian spirit. But we must remember that 
Kant had meant to begin with the M.A. and to work from it in the direc- 
tion of the concrete, while Schelling presses beyond the M.A. farther and 
farther into the realm of the abstract. The judgment mentioned above, 
therefore must be given up for the greater part of Schelling's performance. 
Kant thought that the results of the M.A. neither required nor were 
capable of any further substantiation, — like those of the R. V. or the 
Pr.V.j but Fichte on the one hand, and Schelling under his influence 
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on the other, are convinced that they must delve deeper, although in 
their attempt to do so they leave the safe ground of experience and its 
knowable conditions to enter upon the unknown territory of the transcend- 
ent, and — judged from the Kantian standpoint — fall into the very dog- 
matism which they unite in condemning so severely. Great, then, as the 
final difference may be between the Naturphilosophie and the Wissen- 
schaftslehre, the idea of the former, to underpin the foundations laid by 
Kant, is obviously suggested to it by the latter, and the Wissenschaftslehre 
further gave Schelling the method of his earlier writings upon natural 
philosophy : no. 1976, in particular, follows very closely the expository 
manner and the terminology of Fichte's works published in the previous 
century. Schelling's attitude to the Kantian natural philosophy, therefore, 
is determined from the outset by his attitude to the Wissenschaftslehre. 

III. Schelling makes it a reproach to Kant that he investigated the con- 
cept of matter in the M.A. simply from the empirical standpoint and 
analytically. It followed from this that his results made the impression of 
mere hypotheses, and his concept of matter, that of an arbitrary and indi- 
vidual construction. In contradistinction to this, Schelling declares that he 
can " konstruieren " matter 'itself,' and (in his first two works, nos. 1974 and 
1975) like Kant from two forces only. For the benefit of this construction, 
Schelling, following the lines of the Wissenschaftslehre, adduces a proof 
that every product of perception (Anschauung) must be considered as 
resulting from two opposed, mutually limiting and limited activities. Mat- 
ter, therefore, does not possess these two forces as properties, is not their 
substrate, but can only exist by them and in them, and is nothing apart from 
them. Later, the divergence from Kant becomes greater, — when Schell- 
ing regards three forces as necessary for the construction of matter : when 
to accelerating (Repulsivkraft, Expansivkraff) and retarding (Attraktiv- 
kraff) force is added Schwerkraft, which gives stability to the opposition 
and produces something permanent, a product as contradistinguished from 
the activities of production. (For Schelling's earlier view cf. : Sch. S. WW. 
1. 2. pp. 214-223, 227-239 ; for the later view cf. 1 Sch. S. WW. I. 2. p. 241 ; 
I. 3. pp. 101-104, 264-268; I. 4. pp. 27-29, 39, 40.) 

This alteration in Schelling's views was brought about by a book of 
Baader's. The principal problem treated in it, and in Schelling's opinion 
brilliantly solved by it, was the restoration of the hitherto neglected 
Schwerkraft to its full rights.

IV. As regards the rest of the contents of Schelling's Natural Philos- 
ophy, his aim is to construct a priori the chief natural phenomena 
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(like matter), to render their necessity intelligible, and in this way to make 
them take shape, as it were, before the reader's eyes, in fact, to create 
them. To attain to this goal, it was obviously inevitable to pass beyond 
the Kantian view that the qualities of bodies are neither constructable, nor 
knowable a priori, and that chemistry must, consequently, be regarded as a 
purely empirical science. Schelling takes this step even in the first edition 
of the Ideen (Sch. S. WW. I. 2. pp. 241-252, 257-272, 316 ff., 323), but 
still more decidedly in his later works (for instance, Sch. S. WW. I. 2. 
pp. 253, 254; I. 4. p. 51). As follows from the previous paragraph, Schell- 
ing makes in all this an attack upon the atomists, who endeavored to reduce 
all material differences to differences in the number of material particles. 
The reason of difference in Schelling's view is to be discovered rather in 
the different degree of implication of the fundamental forces and in the 
difference of their relation to one another. It follows from the concept of 
' Nature ' that in it, just as in the ego, there are to be distinguished two 
opposed activities, an infinite and a finite. Natural products are simply the 
results of these two opposed forces, temporary breathing spaces in their con- 
flict with one another, attempts at an equilibrium of them. These attempts, 
which are called ' categories of nature,' constitute a successive series which 
is called the ' dynamic process.' In the exposition of this process, Schelling 
sets himself with great acuteness, though not always with complete self- 
consistency, to draw parallels between the dimensions of space, and inorganic 
and organic nature. Thus he brings together in nos. 1976 and 1978 the 
repellent force, length, magnetism, and sensibility, on the one hand, and the 
attractive force, breadth, electricity, and irritability, on the other, putting in 
the third place gravitation, depth, the chemical process, and the "Bildungs- 
krafV (force of reproduction) side by side. 

Since Schelling looked upon natural products as attempts at the recon- 
ciliation of opposed forces, he was necessarily led to attempt everywhere 
the demonstration of unity in apparent opposites, and, at the same time, to 
consider unity as a synthesis of thesis and antithesis. If we add to this, 
that the natural-philosophy theories of his day appeared in many points to 
be diametrically opposed to one another, while each side believed that it 
could point to convincing experiments, — that in consequence of this state 
of things it was an obvious thing for Schelling to try to reconcile them in a 
third, higher, and truer view : if we put all this together, we can understand 
how it is that Schelling regarded the law of polarity, of opposition in unity, 
as the highest law of nature, — that he endeavored on every occasion to 
reduce the different natural phenomena to some one or two laws, and then 
to bring these into connection with one another by deriving them, it may be, 
from still higher principles, with the ultimate aim of reaching a single and 
supreme law, — and that he tried to understand the whole of nature under 
the guise of a single organism, proceeding from the union and strife of 
opposing forces, by setting up in the world-spirit — the " gemeinschaf tliches 
Medium" of the " allgemeine Continuitat aller Naturursachen," the " eine 
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Naturprincip, das wir als Ursache des Lebens annehmen miissen" — the 
" Idee eines organisirenden, die Welt zum System bildenden Princips " 
(Sen. S. WW. I. 2. pp. 569, 565, 381 ; cf. I. 3. p. 144). This principle, 
as the cause of life, is not visible to any eye, but conceals itself in its own 
work, and can only be known in the particular phenomena in which it is 
manifested (same place ; p. 568). And since the whole of nature is thus 
combined to an universal organism, organism (as regards the definition of 
the concept Schelling makes special mention, same place, p. 520, to the (/.} 
is not the attribute of particular natural things : but these particular natural 
things are simply just so many limitations or special perception-modes of 
the universal organism. " Das Wesentliche aller Dinge ist Leben, das 
Accidentelle ist nur die Art ihres Lebens, und auch das Tote in der Natur 
ist nicht an sick tot — ist nur das erloschene Leben " (same place ; p. 500). 
Being a universal organism of this kind, it is possible for nature not only 
implicitly to express the laws of our mind, but also to realize them spon- 
taneously, that nature is visible mind, just as mind is invisible nature 
(same place ; p. 56). Only in this way can organism and mechanism be 
conceived together : only in this way, that is, can purposiveness be explained, 
without recourse being necessarily had to supersensible, or, at least, not 
physical principles (like God or chance). 

V. A detailed judgment upon the importance of Schelling's Natural 
Philosophy can only be passed by a man who himself possesses wide and 
minute knowledge in all branches of natural science, and knowledge not 
only of their present condition, but also of their condition in Schelling's 
day, and their development since his time, — by a man, who unites to this 
minute knowledge great breadth of view, and the power of surveying at a 
glance the whole realm of the natural sciences. The philosopher, from his 
own philosophic standpoint, can, it seems to me, say no more than this : — 
if we find in Schelling's works upon natural philosophy, as is said to be the 
case by professional scientists, many brilliant apergus and many prophetic 
anticipations of later invention and experience, these are not to be ascribed 
to any particular philosophy (say, the idealistic, as contradistinguished from 
the dogmatism that had hitherto prevailed), nor to any particular and espe- 
cially philosophic method (say, the antithetic method of Fichte), but simply 
and solely to the prophetic insight of genius, and to a rich and multifarious 
knowledge in combination with a marvelous faculty of coordination. There 
is no special philosophy or philosophic method which of itself could take 
the philosopher beyond the results which the investigator of natural phenom- 
ena can attain by his own natural-science method. The philosopher has 
at his disposal no other means of scientific inquiry (say, an 'intellectual 
intuition,' or ' transcendental investigations ') than those which are at the 
command of the natural scientist. Only, of course, the scientist must not 
confine himself to the observations which nature of her own accord gives 
him the opportunity of making. He must rather force observations from 
her, put questions to her, wring answers from her by experimentation, con- 
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struct hypotheses, test them by experience and experiment, and attempt to 
elevate them into certainties. The natural inquirer must not only investi- 
gate his facts in detail, — he must also furnish a survey of his whole science, 
and unroll a panorama of the totality of all actual and observable natural 
relations, and of their uniform interplay, as it is expressed in what we call 
1 natural law.' If he does not satisfy these requirements he is not a natural 
inquirer, but only a water or a plant or even a lichen inquirer. The theories 
of combustion or of electricity or physiological theories, are, consequently, 
purely matters of natural science, not of natural philosophy, and still less of 
philosophy. If, at any period, they are called by either of the last two 
names, that is a severe criticism upon the natural science of the period in 
question. For we must infer from their denomination that natural science 
had confined itself to the investigation of details and had degenerated in 
it, and that philosophy was needed to remind it of its higher duties, by 
attempting — and passing beyond its own proper limits in the attempt — to 
take those higher duties upon itself. It is quite another matter when the 
question is not one of actual relations and of their regular recurrence (ex- 
pressed in natural laws), but (i) one of the really active principle in the 
facts, of what the world is in the last resort, and (2) of the reason why the 
world is as it is. We must inquire, on the first point, whether the best 
answer is given by Atomism or Dynamism, by Materialism or Dualism or 
Idealistic Monism. The second question will be held unanswerable by 
many, even if it is split up into separate problems, and these singly pro- 
pounded ; as, for instance, that of the reason and significance of the sexual 
difference. If we do regard such questions as unanswerable, we must be 
consequent, and throw overboard any idea of a philosophy of history. 
Schelling raised them, and thought he could answer them ; and there will 
be many who, though not content with his answer, still think it worth their 
while to work upon a solution. In any case, to answer the questions asked 
above both by (1) and (2), there is need of more than natural science and 
natural knowledge, namely, of epistemology. So that the question, 
' Dynamism or Atomism,' must certainly be regarded as a question for 
natural philosophy, as must the questions asked by (2), if they are admitted 
at all as reasonable questions. But the former problem is of such a kind 
that a definite attitude to it must be expected from every natural inquirer ; 
and, further, in behoof of this definite attitude, a thorough study of episte- 
mology, which may be hoped to banish materialism forever from natural 
science : whereas, a definite attitude to questions of the second kind cannot 
be demanded either from every philosopher or from every natural inquirer. 
To find a solution for them, and to make this solution probable, we 
should need either a natural inquirer, not only versed but trained in phil- 
osophy, or a philosopher not only acquainted with natural science but 
trained in its methods. It is decidedly desirable that questions of this 
kind, which must force themselves now and again upon a thinking man, 
should, from time to time, be propounded, even though the results of their 
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proposition may only be doubly to intensify the feeling of ignorance and to 
revive in double strength the consciousness of the limitations set to our 
knowledge. At the same time, if they are propounded, we must remember 
that we shall never have to do with anything but hypotheses and attempts 
at solution, which in the nature of the case are very uncertain, and that, 
therefore, the ground must be kept entirely and absolutely clear of 'cer- 
tainty,' of 'demonstration,' of 'construction,' of ' aprioristic derivation,' etc., 
and that the philosopher can bring to his investigations nothing beside his 
epistemology but is altogether dependent upon the natural inquirer and so 
upon experience for the material of those investigations. 

VI. As regards the relation of the Naturphilosophie to the Wissen- 
schaftslehre : Fichte could, of course, raise no objection upon principle to 
the fundamental thoughts of the Ideen (no. 1974). They simply continued 
his own attempt to lay a deeper foundation for the Kantian views, extending 
it to a new sphere, the metaphysics of nature, — and at the same time sub- 
ordinating this metaphysics to the (theoretical) Wissenschaftslehre, just as 
he himself had derived ethics and the philosophy of right from the (practi- 
cal) Wissenschaftslehre. But things are rather different when we come to 
the dynamical process. Here again, it is true, Fichte could urge no objec- 
tion on principle, as long as matter was regarded merely as the limitation 
of the individual ego, and the dynamic series referred only to the — not to 
be understood as temporal — development of this limitation. So that, 
however much Fichte might object personally to the idea of the dynamic 
process, as an idea which in spite of all that could be said credited matter 
at least with a kind of independence, or, at any rate, seemed so to credit it, 
— and was there anything that Fichte at the bottom of his heart loathed 
more heartily than any kind of independence of matter ? — however much, 
I say, Fichte might be led for personal reasons to dislike Schelling's attempt 
to construct this dynamic series, he was entirely unable to allege arguments 
of principle against it from his Wissenschaftslehre. The consequence was 
that he tried to keep up the appearance of agreement between his system 
and Schelling's for as long a time as possible. Nevertheless, Schelling was 
necessarily estranged from Fichte by the very fact of his desire to construct 
a dynamic process. For there can be no doubt that this desire itself tended 
to work towards and to lead up to a quite different view of nature from 
that held by Fichte and originally shared by Schelling also, — the view, 
that is, that matter and nature are something relatively independent, at least 
as independent as individuals. According to Fichte, there are only indi- 
vidual, personal egos and their individual limitations (matter, nature, the 
surrounding world) ; these limitations being in agreement with one another 
(moral order of the universe, absolute ego). According to the new theory, 
to which the thought of the dynamic process must lead, nature will, on the 
contrary, have the same justification and independence as the separate 
individuals, will proceed like these directly from the Absolute and will have 
to be constructed from it, and will have to be understood like the ego as a 
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self-limiting, infinite productivity, — the dynamic series will form a parallel 
to the history of self-consciousness, nature and ego, objective and subjective 
series will be coordinated, and the Naiurphilosophie will stand to the 
Wissenschaftslehre not in the old relation of a daughter-science, but in that 
of a sister-science. These changes did not, of course, happen all at once, 
but made their appearance gradually. Thus we find in nos. 1976 and 1977 
traces of the original standpoint side by side with indications of the new. 
But in the system -of transcendental Idealism the paralleling of the two 
series is carried logically through. In it there are said to be two sciences 
which must constitute the basis of philosophy : (1) Naturfihilosofihie, 
which makes the objective the primary thing, and asks how a subjective, 
that corresponds to it, comes to be added to it ; and (2) a Transscendental- 
fihilosofihie, which starts out from the subjective as the primary and absolute 
thing, and shows how the objective arisesfrom it. No. 1980 gives us this 
latter philosophy, in a form that on all points of principle and all principal 
points agrees almost entirely with Fichte's Wissenschaftslehre, except that 
in his practical philosophy Schelling holds less closely to the practical 
Wissenschaftslehre than to the ethics and philosophy of right. Style, 
method, and mode of presentment of the argument, are very similar to those 
of the mode of Fichte. At the conclusion, however, Schelling goes beyond 
Fichte in introducing teleology and philosophy of art, — attempting in this 
way to lay better foundations for the view expressed by Kant in the U., 
and to derive them from the principles of transcendental Idealism.

In the last forty pages an important part is played by the concept of the 
absolute identity, the unity of subjective and objective, which forms the 
starting point of the two series dealt with in the Naturphilosophie and the 
Transscendentalphilosophie (cf. the quite similar conclusion of Fichte's 
practical Wissenschaftslehre"). Schelling had only one further step to take. 
He had now to make this absolute identity itself the principal object of his 
philosophical inquiries, and he had reached philosophy in the strict sense, 
the philosophy without opposites, which grasps the indifference of the 
supreme philosophical opposites of Idealism and Realism, — in a word, he 
had reached the standpoint of the " Identitatsphilosophie." Narrowly 
regarded, this proves to be a fusion of Platonism and Spinozism. Schell- 
ing's mental indebtedness is evidenced even by the form of his exposition : 
nos. 1983, 1990, 1993, and 1995, remind one forcibly of the literary method 
of Spinoza, and -the Bruno (no. 1984) equally forcibly of that of Plato. 

VII. The principal propositions of this " Identitatsphilosophie " are as 
follows. It starts out from the absolute, the absolute identity, the total indiffer- 
ence of subjective and objective, of the affirming and the affirmed, of the finite 
and the infinite, — from the all, the eternal, the infinity of reason [Vernunft- 
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Unendlichkeit]. In no. 1983 this is termed 'reason' ; in later works, ' God' : 
so that, in no. 1989 for instance, reason is thought of merely as a reflection of 
God, standing to God as copy to original, as indifference to identity. (In other 
passages the terminology is again different. Thus, sometimes in no. 1984, and 
always in no. 1985, only the ideal world is designated by the concept ' God.') 
The absolute is the only really existent ; beyond it is nothing ; it does not 
go outside of itself ; everything that is, is this absolute. So that, regarded 
absolutely or in itself, that is, as it is in reason, there is nothing finite, noth- 
ing that has been produced, nothing different. The supreme law of the 
existence of the absolute, and, therefore, of all existence, is the law of 
identity. With absolute identity is posited at the same time an original 
knowledge of it. Knowledge of the absolute, which is the subject of philos- 
ophy, is thus really self-knowledge of the absolute ; and only that man can 
be a true philosopher who is entirely merged in the absolute, who himself 
becomes the absolute. But absolute identity cannot know itself without 
positing itself as subject and object. So there arise the two series of sub- 
jective and objective, the difference between which is, however, simply 
quantitative. For every subjective, although the preponderance is on the 
side of the subjective, is still at the same time objective, and every objective 
is at the same time subjective. There is, therefore, nothing in the universe 
that is soulless (unbeseelt). The two series can never enter into causal 
connection with one another. Thought, therefore, can never be the cause 
of a determination in existence, and existence can never be the cause of a 
determination in thought (Sch. S. WW. I. 6. pp. 217, 500, 501). Abso- 
lute identity itself is not affected by these quantitative differences, since it is, 
at the same time, absolute totality (there is nothing, that is, outside of it) 
and may be denominated the quantitative indifference of subjectivity and 
objectivity. There is quantitative difference only in particular existence, 
that is to say, in things when they are conceived (by reflection) as situated 
outside of totality. Every particular existence is, as such, a determinate 
form of the existence of absolute identity, but not this existence itself, since 
that is only in totality. Every particular is in its kind infinite, and in refer- 
ence to itself a totality. These particular things, the determinate forms in 
which absolute identity expresses itself, now with preponderance of subjec- 
tivity (mind), now with preponderance of objectivity (nature), are termed 
by Schelling powers (Potenzeri) of the absolute. From them the two 
branches of philosophy must be developed, — one setting forth the powers 
of the objective side, of the real all (the first of which is matter, the primum 
existens), the other, the powers of the subjective side, of the ideal all. On 
both sides alike there is a trinity of powers. Schelling attempts to bring 
the two series into close connection with each other, and to demonstrate 
their parallelism in detail. They are made one in reason to which the soul 
of man rises, — man as organism being a totality in the wider sense, and 
not only with reference to himself. Human reason stands to the absolute 
as a copy to the original picture {Sch. S. WW. I. 4. pp. 205 ; I. 6. 
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p. 494). The development of the real side, despite many deviations of 
detail, follows very closely in its fundamental thoughts the earlier works 
upon natural philosophy. In the construction of the ideal series Schelling 
continues the attempts of Reinhold and Fichte to lay a deeper foundation 
for Kant's epistemological views and schemata, and to deduce them from 
higher unitary points of view ; but also, following the lines of U., adds an 
entirely new chapter to post-Kantian idealism, — the philosophy of art ; 
which is the crowning point of all philosophy, inasmuch as in art "das 
Princip aller absoluten Erkenntniss, aber nicht bios als Princip des Erkennens, 
sondern zugleich als Princip des Handelns objektiv [wird]," and inasmuch 
as " die absolute Identitat des Unendlichen mit dem Endlichen, objektiv und 
gegenbildlich angeschaut, Schonheit [ist] " (Sch. S. WW. I. 6. p. 573). 

VIII. The crowning point of this identity-philosophy, the absolute 
indifference of subjective and objective, does not appear in Schelling for 
the first time in the development of post-Kantian idealism. We saw above 
that Fichte's Wissenschaftslehre sets out from this highest point and makes 
toward it again in the practical philosophy. But, of course, it is impossible 
for Fichte to attain to a real identity, since in him ' absolute ' becomes 
' idea,' because he does not recognize a nature, a really objective series. 
Ideal and real worlds are not both subordinated to the absolute, contained 
in it, but themselves coordinated : the real world is rather subordinated to 
the ideal, nature to mind. Schelling, therefore, is right in objecting to 
Fichte that his idealism is opposed to realism, and does not take up realism 
into itself as one side of things {Sch. S. WW. I. 4. p. 327). It is Schell- 
ing's merit to have assisted nature to regain her rights. Indeed, one might 
go further and term his whole philosophy " Naturphilosophie " (as he has 
occasionally done himself ; cf., for instance, Sch. S. WW. I. 6. p. 494), 
inasmuch as the real world is itself the total, infinite all, and differences 
between the real and the ideal all belong to the domain of mere phenomena, 
so that the ideal world is not a second world, but only a second phenomenal 
mode, a higher power of the real world. — Schelling denominates his system 
an idealism in objective significance, and brings it together in the propo- 
sition : Everything is = ego, and nothing exists but what is = ego ; while 
Fichte, he says, represents a subjective idealism, which makes the ego 
everything and the subject the absolute. Fichte retorts very justly to this 
criticism that he has distinguished from the outset the individual, the finite 
empirical ego, which is subject to the opposition of subjec't and object, from 
the absolute ego, which has not yet divided itself in terms of this opposition. 
But on the other hand Schelling's criticism contains a kernel of truth, since 
Fichte's highest unity does not fulfill its promise, — being unable to take up 
into itself and to resolve in itself the objective, the realism. 

IX. I proceed to enumerate the works which in the main agree in stand- 
point (cf., however, the beginning of VII and the beginning of X), this 
standpoint being that of the Identitatsphilosophie. I pass over some of 
the slighter unimportant essays.

In no. 2003 we have the first salient indication of the influence of Jakob 
Bohme, which occasioned an essential alteration in Schelling's views. It is 
true that the influence is distinctly traceable in nos. 1991 and 1995. But 
there it shows itself only in secondary matters and does not bring with it 
any contradiction to the fundamental thoughts, which still manifest that 
Schelling is essentially influenced by Spinoza. The new contribution made 
to philosophy under Bohme's predominant influence by the final period of 
Schelling's philosophic development (the period which begins with the : 
Philosophische Untersuchungen iiber das Wesen der menschlichen Frey- 
heit und die damit zusammenhangenden Gegenstdnde. 1809. Ph. Schr. 
pp. 397-511. — Sch. S. WW. I. 7. pp. 331-416) consists in theosophy 
and mysticism. The Identitdtsphilosophie which previously had been 
everything is degraded to a part of general philosophy, — to negative gen- 
eral philosophy. Though it can discover the concept of God, it must stop 
there as at something unknown and for it unknowable. It therefore 
requires to be supplemented by positive philosophy, which is for Schelling 
a philosophy of religion, with its two parts : philosophy of mythology and 
philosophy of revelation. Positive philosophy has to overcome pantheism 
by monotheism, and to reconstruct the development of the different powers 
and persons in the free personal God, that is, the theogonic process by 
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which God becomes God. This final phase is too remotely connected with 
the Kantian philosophy for me to be able to examine it in detail in this 
Bibliography. I shall cite from the Schelling literature, just as I did from 
the Fichte literature, only those writings (under their particular dates) 
which are more particularly concerned with Kant. At the same time, I 
may here in conclusion refer to Schelling's correspondence which forms an 
important supplement to his works.

Under the influence of Jacobi, and in op- 
position to Fichte's hyper-Idealism [though not to the Idealism of Schelling, 
which has for Bouterwek a tinge of realistic flavor], the Apodiktik en- 
deavors to establish a practical Realism, but emphasizes the fact that even 
in Kant [in things-in-themselves] we have really present, though [Bouterwek 
thinks] only isolatedly and unconnectedly occurring, realistic elements. 
Apart from this element of reality, the Kantian system is simply a formal 
philosophy ; correct enough in its own sphere [Bouterwek accepts the 
Kantian doctrines of the forms of knowledge, although in a somewhat 
modified way], but not the final and best that the human mind can ac- 
complish. In particular, it lacks any real solidity of foundation. This 
can be given it only by the Realism of the Apodiktik. 

For Bouterwek, as for the post-Kantian Idealism in general, the basis of 
all philosophy is epistemology. Bouterwek's aim is, to discover and by 
reason to justify the ground of experience. This ground cannot be estab- 
lished by proofs. It lies beyond proof of any kind ; being, for its own 
part, the final ground of all proof, and the first principle of all apodeictic 
judgments [and therefore of the so-called supreme principles : cf. Reinhold, 
Abicht, etc.]. The science of this final apodeictic ground of all certainty 
and conviction is termed by Bouterwek Apodiktik [see no. 2081, pp. 6, 
17]. The title — in bad taste, on account of its affectedness — was plainly 
chosen as a pendant to the Wissenschaftslehre. Just as this latter, as the 
science of knowledge in general, lays the foundation of the particular 
sciences, so is the Apodiktik the science of the certainly known, the safe 
and necessary [the science ' vom Gewissen,' as opposed to the science 'vom 
Wissen ']. 

The fundamental error which Bouterwek ascribes to Kant, Fichte, and 
the whole critical school, is this : that they either are entirely unaware of 
the difference between thought and knowledge, or at least have not paid 
proper attention to and held fast by that difference. The confusion of the two 
things is the root of all the evil : it reduced the transcendental philosophy, 
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which should have treated of the principles of knowledge, to a logic, which 
treats of the principles of thought ; it leads to the illusion that a demon- 
strative foundation of philosophy — a foundation which begins and ends 
with the formulation of principles — is possible. The absolutely objective 
principle of all philosophy cannot be a proposition, and cannot be 
found by thought. Logic, it is true, is a system complete in itself, a 
system which is necessarily coherent with itself : if one point is valid, 
validity may be predicated of the whole. But then the validity of each 
such special point, like the validity of the whole, is merely hypothetical. 
The understanding is obliged to carry out its conceptual syntheses in ac- 
cordance with a determinate law, and for it laws of this kind necessarily 
possess validity. But whether an objective significance and validity can be 
ascribed to its syntheses, concepts, and characteristics, outside of thought, 
as a known existence, — that is a question to which logic cannot possibly 
return any answer. It cannot of itself, that is, prove itself ; and its proof 
can just as little be given by any kind of formal philosophy, such as the 
Kantian. It is rather true that all of these, in order to attain to certainty, 
to apodeicticity, must be brought into relation with something absolutely 
objective, an absolute real-principle. — This negative portion of Bouter- 
wek's philosophy is not without merit : merit must be granted to any 
doctrine of the sort, which, in opposition to the empty conceptual hair- 
splitting of the post- Kantian Idealism, emphatically insisted on the fact that 
it was impossible, an impracticable Danaid-task, to extract from mere 
thought an existence, — or, in Bouterwek's language, a knowledge 
[ = known existence]. But in proportion as we commend this negative 
tendency must we condemn as defective Bouterwek's positive solution of 
the problem. The Apodiktik is a very immature work, hurriedly conceived, 
almost as hurriedly written, — a pendant, or rather a rival enterprise to 
Fichte's Wissenschaftslehre, although in many points parallel with and 
dependent on that work [a fact which Bouterwek attempts to conceal as far 
as possible] ; an attempt to combine Jacobi's principle of belief with 
Spinozistic pantheism. — Schelling's Ideen [no. 1974] became really known 
to Bouterwek [according to the preface of no. 2081, pp. xxii, xxiii] only 
after the manuscript of no. 2081 was in the printer's hands. 

Just as Fichte and Schelling claimed as their special organ of philosophi- 
cal inquiry an intellectual intuition which is not vouchsafed to ordinary 
mortals, Bouterwek declares the faculty of absolute judgment to be the sole 
source of philosophic conviction and certainty. It is the principle of all 
knowledge ; on it reason depends ; from it arises, simultaneously with the 
absolute recognition of an entirely inexplicable existence, with immediacy 
and apodeictic certainty, the idea of the absolute. It is of itself more 
convincing than any concept, proposition or inferred conclusion ; it lies at 
the root of all thought and feeling, of every judgment and conceptual syn- 
thesis. All relative judgments add a predicate to a subject ; the absolute 
judgment — which may only be incorrectly so named, since it is not a pro- 
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position, and cannot be expressed in any formula — furnishes the subject to 
all relative logical judgments, and thus gives them what they otherwise do 
not possess, apodeicticity and objectivity. 

But the faculty of absolute judgment is not only the principle of all 
knowledge, not only as such comprehends apodeictically the reality in us 
and with us, — it is also the absolute real-principle, the absolute itself ; so 
that we can, nay ! must say : absolute reality recognizes itself in us. This 
absolute reality proceeds at once to divide, into subject and object. Or, 
put more accurately : in our recognition of it, it duplicates itself, and we 
recognize subject and object apodeictically, with equal validity, and simul- 
taneously. " Die absolute Realitat, die nicht auf einer Entgegensetzung 
beruht, sondern aller Entgegensetzung zum Grunde liegt, ist das Subjekt 
mit dem Objekte. Beyde sind Eine Realitat, die sich selbst anerkennt. 
Die absolute Reflexion ist die Natur der absoluten Realitat" [No. 2081, I, 
p. 380. The reader will remember Fichte]. 

Behind this mutual determination of subject and object it is impossible to 
go ; neither can be derived from the other, as has been customary in most 
of the previous systems of philosophy. In our nature as speculative beings 
we cannot, it is true, understand this mutual determination ; but we may 
not on that account separate or divide up that which only as a whole con- 
stitutes the absolute reality. [References : I, pp. 179, 180 ; 193, 194 ; 201 ; 
221-228 ; 267 ; 377-382.] 

There is no possibility of a multiplicity in the absolute reality, whether of 
a multiplicity of subjects or of a multiplicity of objects. From the stand- 
point of this reality we have simply the object and the subject. Now this 
absolute reality, while it makes science in general possible, is not itself the 
contents or subject-matter of any science. Science exists only in the sphere 
of relative knowledge, which has to do with the relatively real, with ideas or 
facts. These two concepts are at bottom identical ; they are an expression 
of the link, of the connection between subject and object ; — only that in 
the one case the relation is subjectively conceived, in the other objectively. 
In saying this, Bouterwek was of course referring simply to ideas of objects, 
not to imaginative ideas, mere creations of fancy. The former may be dis- 
tinguished from the others by the fact that the relative reality which at- 
taches to them may be referred back to the absolute reality. Where that 
is possible, ideas and facts, together with their interrelations, are just as 
little dubitable as is existence in general, or the absolute reality. [I, pp. 
z 35> 2 36 ; 247-250 ; 261-263 ; 397, 398.] The totality of our ideation is 
a manifold -, we do not know either its " Wodurch ? " or its " Warum ? " 
Our knowledge begins with sense-perceptions. Differences among these 
perceptions appear to us as differences between objects. Thus there arises, 
along with the sense idea, an infinite sensible plurality of objects ; and we 
transfer these objects to the absolute reality. There is no such thing as a 
metaphysical plurality of objects ; there is no multiplicity of subjects. An 
ideal infinite multiplication of the apodeictic subject is, however, necessary, 
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as an objective principle of all rational knowledge : since on the hypothesis 
of an ideal plurality of subjects depends thought, the idea of intelligence, 
the idea of a being that knows that it knows something. [I, pp. 264-268 ; 
310-314; 384-390.] 

The result of this first, theoretic part of his positive doctrine is termed by 
Bouterwek himself [I, pp. 392-401] Spinozism, and a negative Spinozism, 
since it is not the last word of the Apodiktik, but requires to be supple- 
mented by practical philosophy. We may give our assent to this view, 
though only with regard to the final outcome of the previous section, which 
denies with Spinoza all independent individuality. But on the other hand 
it must be stated that the influence of Fichte and Jacobi has been at least 
as strong as that of Spinoza. To give but a single illustration, — the 
faculty of absolute judgment is nothing else than Jacobi's Belief, arrayed in 
purple and fine linen, with the view of concealment of its nakedness. But 
with the introduction of such a principle of knowledge, the detour through 
Spinozism became altogether superfluous. For if there exists anything 
like Jacobi's Belief or Bouterwek's Absolute Judgment, there is no ques- 
tion of the absolute reality by its means knowing itself in the subject as 
such as object as such: rather must it be that I, this definite subject, know 
myself in connection with and in contradistinction to these definite objects. 
Or, in other words : from the point of view of absolute judgment there is 
given a direct plurality of objects and subjects, just as certainly as from 
that of Jacobi's belief in the reality of an external world. The Apodiktik, 
however, could not follow a path so simple as this : the influence of Kant 
and Fichte was too great. Bouterwek takes from Kant and Fichte the 
distinction between the theoretical and practical reason, as something 
necessary and self-evident. He makes it a great service of Fichte's to have 
proved that, nevertheless, the theoretical and practical reason are ultimately 
one and the same philosophy [II. pp. 17, 18]. Fichte, of course, had com- 
bined the two sciences, and attempted "verniinftig zu entwickeln" the 
"Verbindung des Wissens mit dem Wollen," by taking the priority of the 
practical over the theoretical reason seriously, and in the practical philosophy 
deducing the Anstoss upon which the theoretical is wholly dependent. 
Bouterwek wishes to imitate him in this matter ; and we accordingly find 
his practical philosophy also furnishing the true solution, the complement 
of the Spinozism of the theoretical. 

The central point of the practical philosophy is occupied by the concept 
of vital force [" lebendige Kraft "] ; a concept which is given at once with 
the fact of will. Vital force is the category of causality ; no longer, however, 
as a formal classificatory concept, simply thought ', but recognised as identical 
with life. But vital force, with the effort which arises from it, and the result 
of this effort, activity, — in a word, " Praxis " in general, — is not possible 
without individuality, unless, i.e., "das Subjekt als lebend, als in sich selbst 
reell und so als der Grund der Bestrebung gedacht, und den Objekten, von 
denen alien die Bestrebung nicht ausgeht, entgegengesetzt wird " [II. p. 39]. 
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Philosophy as treated from the merely practical standpoint thus results in an 
arbitrary idealism : just as the result of philosophy as treated from the 
merely theoretical point of view was Spinozism. The two can only be com- 
bined by the coincidence, in the absolute virtuality, of the absolute reality of 
the theoretical with the individuality of the practical, and of the antithesis 
between subject and object with the antithesis between force and resistance. 
By means of force and resistance we discover in ourselves, practically, our 
own virtuality, and name it individuality ; inasmuch as we are on the 
theoretical side subjects, on the practical vital force, standing in opposition 
to other vital forces, the natural forces {resistance). Force within us and 
without us (resistance) is always relative reality or virtuality ; the two 
conjoined are absolute virtuality. This latter " entdeckt sich in ihrer unend- 
lichen Thatigkeit als ein Inbegriff relativer Krafte dem Menschen als 
einem absolut zu ihr gehorigen Wesen" [II. p. 208]. "Die Kraft, die 
unser Daseyn selbst ausmacht, entdeckt in unserer verniinftigen Natur sich 
selbst und beweist sich selbst" [II. p. 207]. Bouterwek consequently 
designates his system an absolute virtualism. [References: II. pp. 28-35 ; 
39-43 ; 49, 50 ; 60-69 ! 206-208.] The same virtuality which renders 
possible the coexistence of our individuality with the absolute reality makes 
it further possible that other individualities coexist with it. Practical 
philosophy passes beyond the pluralisation of subjects in theoretical philos- 
ophy, to the recognition of individuals with equal rights, to which our 
practical self stands in a necessary relation. These relations can be " be- 
zeichnet " a subjective mutuality. The idea of this mutuality makes us 
moral beings ; sets ideal limits to conduct in consciousness before there has 
been any actual realization of a common life ; raises consciousness itself to 
conscience ; and finally is enunciated by the understanding in the formula 
of the following law : " Behandle deines Gleichen, wie du als verniinftiges 
Wesen dich selbst behandelst " [II. pp. 160-162]. The reader will think 
of Kant's categorical imperative, and of Fichte's deduction of individuality, 
of the empirical ego, in his practical philosophy. 

Such is the principal content of the Apodiktik, of the exposition of our 
scientific convictions. True self-satisfaction, Bouterwek tells us, cannot be 
achieved by their means. It needs the ideal conviction, belief, the contents 
of which is the infinite and its own relation to the infinite. This belief can 
be discussed only by way of an appendix in the Apodiktik j its real place 
of exposition is in the doctrine of religion. The theme of the infinite 
is a single theme : but for purposes of conceptual exposition it may be 
divided into the three ideas of soul, world, and God [Kant's Vernunft- 
ideen\. The last word of Bouterwek's system is, therefore, this : " Die 
ganze Erkenntnisswelt ist, was sie ist, durch eine absolut-idealische Kraft, 
die als idealisches Virtualprinzip durch den reinen Gedanken zu den end- 
lichen Virtualitaten als ihren Geschopfen redet." This ideal-absolute 
virtuality can also be designated a mental-absolute reality ; it is " als 
Intelligenz wirklick, d. i. unendlich, und in ihrer Unendlichkeit der wahre 
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Real-Grund aller endlichen, d. i. nur durch Kraft und Widerstand wirk- 

lichen, Wesen." " An diese unendliche Realitat glauben wir als 

verniinftige Wesen, das heisst : nicht kraft einer logischen Synthesis von 
Begriffen, sondern kraft des reinen Gedankens. Es spricht selbst zu uns 
durch den reinen Gedanken. Die Vernunft ist sein Wort. Das moralische 
Gesetz ist sein Wille" [II. pp. 276 ; 278, 279 ; cf. pp. 256-266; 298]. 

So that Bouterwek's final word and final appeal, even in the Apodiktik, 
turn out to be Jacobi's Belief. The close relationship between the two 
men, which began as early as 1 799, is seen far more clearly here, in the 
ideal portion of the work, than in the absolute judgment and the indubitable 
facts of the theoretical philosophy. Pure thought, reason, is for both the 
organ by which we feel or experience God. 

In conclusion, we may once more cast a glance back over the whole system 
of the Apodiktik. We see that we have before us no firmly welded and 
organic whole, within which each part presupposes, supplements and sup- 
ports each other part ; but a shifting aggregation of elements of the most 
diverse kinds, externally conjoined, but with no intrinsic reason for their 
interconnection, and showing no trace of internal cohesion. Nor is that all. 
In many places we note the presence of gaping lacunae, which no ingenuity 
can adequately fill out. The sudden emergence of Jacobi's God and of 
theism from Spinozistic virtuality is only possible by a salto mortale. 
Moreover, it must be remembered that many of the doctrines of the Apo- 
diktik are to be looked upon as pendants, and very bad pendants, to the 
teachings of the Wissenschaftslehre ; that their origin is to be explained by 
Bouterwek's desire to be able to parallel Fichte's teachings by something 
similar of his own. In a word, the Apodiktik must be adjudged to be an 
altogether immature production. We have no alternative but to agree with 
Bouterwek, when he writes : " Im Eifer gegen den Fichte'schen Idealismus 
machte er sich . . . einer grossen Uebereilung schuldig. Er schrieb fast 
so schnell, als er dachte, die Idee einer Apodiktik. Ware dieses Buch im 
Verstande des Verfassers reif geworden, ehe es dem Publikum vorgelegt 
wurde, hatte es vielleicht einigen bleibenden Werth erhalten konnen. Aber 
kaum war es gedruckt, als selbst der Verfasser in dieser Apodiktik, den 
logischen Theil abgerechnet, nichts weiter mehr, als ein missrathenes 
Seitenstiick zu der Fichte'schen Wissenschaftslehre erkannte " [no. 2082, 
p. 47]. Similarly in the Lehrbuch der philosophischen Wissenschaften, 
1813 [volume I, p. vii.] : "Ich erklare sie noch ein Mai hier vor dem Publi- 
kum fiir einen misslungenen Versuch, Wahrheiten systematisch aufzuklaren, 
die damals mir selbst noch in einer gewissen Feme vorschwebten, die mich 
hatten misstrauisch machen sollen." It is in curious contradiction to these 
admissions that Bouterwek attempted for several years to save and defend 
the Apodiktik: in order, as we may suppose, that he might be able 
ultimately to retreat with honor. At the same time it is quite possible to 
trace the change of standpoint, effected under the growing influence of 
Jacobi's philosophy, even in the later portions of the Museum. — To the 
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earlier period belong also many reviews in the G. g. A., which I shall not 
enumerate in detail. Those for the new century can be found in :)

[1807]. In opposition to Kant, Bouterwek explains the " Schone an sich " 
as perfection itself, regarded from the particular point of view which we 
term the aesthetic.

He looks for the origin of metaphysics in the faculty of 
imagination, a twin-sister of reason ; this imagination is the source of all 
[in reality, only apparent] objectivity. It alone, and not either the under- 
standing or reason, as Kant wrongly maintains, is concerned with objectifi- 
cation. and hypostasising. These activities are aroused by a feeling of 
want, which in its turn is evoked by the subjectivity and incompleteness of 
our knowledge. The imagination creates all objectivity in order to satisfy 
this want. The feeling of want is, in the first place, purely instinctive ; it is 
" eine unbestimmte und doch sich selbst bestimmende, eine granzenlose und 
doch unzahliger Einschrankungen fahige Kraft, die allem, was Leben heisst, 
zum Grunde liegt " [p. 93]. Ultimately the whole system of pure philosophy 
may be referred to feeling. The similarity between this affective force 
[Gefuhlskraff] and Fichte's absolute ego is obvious. And Fichte's influ- 
ence is perfectly plain, too, on p. 83, where Bardili asserts that the most 
penetrating inquiry is compelled in the last resort to bring its result into 
agreement with the declaration of feeling ; i.e., to admit, from its own point 
of view, that the objective is the same \zusammenfallf\ with the subjective. 
Bardili's claim \Reinholds Leben, p. 326] that he has in this passage 
anticipated Schelling in the statement that the point of indifference is the 
highest point in philosophy is not borne out by the facts.)

Fr. Schlegel never became a real Kantian. In the first half of the 
nineties he was very largely influenced by Kant's ideas upon Aesthetics, 
more particularly in the form in which they had been developed by Schiller. 
This is shown by the contents of the essay " Ueber das Studium der 
griechischen Poesie" (published in epitome in Reinhardt's journal Deutsch- 
land, 1 796, and then in full, in the work on Die Griechen und Rower, etc., 
1797. See also the first volume of the Prosaische Jugendschriften, edited 
by Minor ; and Fr. Schlegels sdmmtliche Werke). Even here, however, 
we can trace the effect of other influences besides those of Kant and 
Schiller. In his theoretical and practical philosophy Schlegel very quickly 
gave in his allegiance to Fichte ; he complains of Kant's half-and-halfness. 
Fichte's system is the foundation upon which Schlegel's philosophical 
thinking rested at the turn of the century. It is true that his writings are 
not a true mirror of Fichte's philosophy. He shared with the great majority 
of the philosophical public the confusion between Fichte's absolute, hyper- 
individual, infinite ego and his own individual, finite ego. It is the latter 
only that takes up the position represented in the " Ironie," conceiving with 
immoderate audacity that it can fill the place of the infinite ego. 

Without going farther into the idea and philosophy of the "Ironie," 
I proceed to cite certain of Schlegel's works which are more nearly con- 
cerned with Kant ; and refer the reader who desires to become better 
acquainted with Schlegel to R. Haym : Die romantische Schule.

At the same time he is no blind 
worshiper of the master, but an independent writer ; he differs from Kant 
on many points of detail for good reason and with good result, and is com- 
petent to accord their due meed of praise to the services of other 
philosophers. In Part i he gives an outline of moral philosophy in 
accordance with the Kantian principles, and unites with this a biblical, 
particularly a New Testament ethics. He is far too clear-sighted to be 
guilty of any uncritical confusion of the two systems, such as we find, e.g., 
in the works of Tieftrunk. The harmony between Christ and Kant is 
certainly, in his opinion, far-reaching and fundamental ; but it is by no 
means absolute. The reason for the combination of the two systems is 
paedagogical : it is Staudlin's aim to furnish the young theologian with a 
thorough and systematic knowledge of the ethics of reason, at the same 
time that he receives the preparation necessary to enable him to use the 
treasures of ethical instruction which are contained in the Bible with proper 
effect in his public utterances. He believes that philosophical ethics is 
enriched by, not founded upon the teachings of the Bible. Indeed, he goes 
farther, and declares that a system of ethics which is pure, valid and con- 
ducive to true morality, could not be based upon the sayings of the New 
Testament as its adequate foundation. While he admits that the teaching 
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and church of Christ are in many things eternally and unchangeably per- 
fect, there are others, he thinks, in which they must continually advance, 
making always a closer and closer approximation to perfection. — Religions- 
lehre, according to the second part, has two divisions : Elementarlehre and 
Methodenlehre. The former contains the doctrine of God, freedom, and 
immortality ; the latter that of the church, the ministry of the church, and 
the ceremonial and sacraments of the church. 

This division of his subject shows that Staudlin's dependence upon Kant 
in the matter of philosophy of religion is as great as it is in ethics. His 
Dogmatik purports to be 'philosophical,' which is as much as to say a 
reflex of the Kantian moral-theology and philosophy of religion. Each 
separate dogma is developed philosophically, exegetically, and historically. 
The chief attempts at the solution of the various questions are in every 
case given side by side, as illustrations of different modes of philosophic 
thinking. 

Staudlin is of the opinion that the Bible requires us to believe in a direct, 
supernatural and miraculous revelation of its contents to man by God. But 
he concedes that no such supernatural action of the deity can ever be 
recognised by any absolutely reliable characteristic, or be actually proved 
to have taken place, in the particular instance. It is true, however, that 
the opposite standpoint, the theory of the impossibility of particular divine 
interference, is equally undemonstrable. It is, again, his personal opinion 
that belief in revelation is not necessary for religion, morality, or happiness. 
He cannot feel that the proofs for the divine origin of the Christian 
revelation are sufficiently convincing to inspire my steadfast belief in it. 
And he cannot assent to many of the teachings of Christ, although he finds 
in them no trace of compromise.)

A., and the disputes with Flatt, Zwanziger, and Brastberger ; in 
the fourth, the philosophy of Reinhold, and the attacks made upon it by 
dogmatists [more particularly by Eberhard and Schwab] and criticists ; in 
the fifth, scepticism [Aenesidemus, Platner, Maimon] ; in the sixth, Abicht, 
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Jacob, Kant's influence upon logic, Ulrich, and Abel ; in the seventh, first 
of all the Kantian practical philosophy, — then Tiedemann, and the essays 
sent in for the Berlin Academy competition. 

von Eberstein's ' historical ' writing frequently falls to the level of a mere 
juxtaposition of more or less verbal extracts from the works of the Kantians 
and their opponents.

In the letters published in 1795 the criticism 
was omitted, and we have in place of it [Letter 73. pp. 96-105. H.'s 
SWW. XVII. pp. 376-379] a polemic against Kant's moral rigorism, 
which Herder — like Schiller — tries to mitigate by a blendingof the beau- 
tiful and good to KakoKayaOia. " Die Form des Wahren und Guten ist 
Schonheit." The difference became more accentuated after the publication 
of the Rel. — a work which repelled Herder in many points. In the tenth 
collection of the Letters [Letter 123. pp. 196-212. H.'s SWW. XVIII. 
pp. 295-301] the author, without mentioning Kant's name, attacks the 
Kantian doctrine of radical evil. From his early years, he says, he 
has sought to accustom himself to the wildest hypotheses, and has 
wrung from nearly every one of them some new aspect of truth or some 
reinforcement of true belief ; but he is unable to wrest any good whatsoever 
from the theory of radical evil in human nature. In the last four collections 
of his religious writings Herder opposes the Rel. and its Satansdogmatik 
in a style which gradually grows more and more heated.

The 'borrowing' was admitted by Herder himself. The charge of 
plagiarism, brought, e.g., by Rink, is unjust. The thoughts expressed by 
Hamann had long been part and parcel of Herder's mental furniture. And 
on the other hand, his influence upon Hamann was in many respects very 
considerable ; so that it is useless to raise the question of ' mine ' and 
' thine ' for a large number of their common views. 
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In no. 2269 Herder takes the R. V. chapter by chapter, and hacks away 
at the Kantian views in an inexcusably coarse way and in a mood of 
personal irritation, which are alike unworthy both of himself and of his 
subject. It is but seldom that he succeeds in really refuting Kant. Indeed, 
refutation was hardly possible, since he is for the most part unable to put 
himself in Kant's place, and think himself into the Kantian problems. 
Thus he stands far lower than Kant as regards all the fundamental ques- 
tions of epistemology ; he has not grasped either the import or the contents 
of Hume's attack upon Rationalism, and does not understand Kant's defence 
of it. He still believes it possible to deduce necessity and universal validity 
from experience. The necessity of mathematical judgments is due, he 
thinks, to the fact that they are " ihrer Natur nach unserem Verstande ge- 
wiss ! " [An explanation of idem per idem.'] His polemic is usually no 
more than a carping at trivialities and catching at phrases. Kant, he says, 
has distorted words from their ordinary meanings. He himself professes to 
restore this original significance ; he expounds the development and inner 
meaning of the various concepts from the standpoint of the philologist, 
manoeuvres his results this way and that, deduces the forms of thought and 
language, the table of categories, a classification of the sciences, and 
axiomatic, theoretical, and practical formulae from the four fundamental 
concepts of Sein, Dasein [space], Dauer [time], and Kraft [actuality], — 
and expresses his belief, at the end of the different sections, that he has 
gained a brilliant victory over Kant. As a matter of fact, the Kantian 
problems, which are never thoroughly understood, often get lost sight of 
quite early in the course of the argument. The fight is frequently enough 
a fight with windmills : the more formidable adversary is not touched, just 
because Herder hardly ever succeeds in grasping his point of view. Bad 
misunderstandings occur over and over again. A good many of Herder's 
objections to Kant are, of course, good objections. But there are very few 
that had not been previously urged, and in many instances urged more 
forcibly and more clearly. Most valuable — though, again, valuable only 
within certain limits — are the protests entered by Herder against Kant's 
mania for schematisation and systematisation, and against his prejudice in 
favor of a complete separation in the abstract of what in the concrete is 
closely interconnected. Thus he pronounces a veto against the division of 
man into different Gemiitskrafte j against the separation of understanding 
and sensibility ; against that of reason and the other mental faculties ; 
against that of the theoretical and practical reason ; and against that of 
form and matter. Man, he asserts, is not a creature compact of two 
different knowledge-growths, welded together in one. Understanding and 
sensibility find their union in language, the supreme importance of which 
for human thought has been entirely overlooked by Kant [Hamann !]. 
Since no knowledge is possible without language, and no language without 
experience, there is no such thing as an aprioristic knowledge. Herder 
rightly appeals for proof in support of this position to the inner experience, 
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which is necessary if there is to be any knowledge : but he is not a deep 
enough thinker to deduce the consequences of his appeal, with regard to 
the impossibility of necessary judgments. Space and time are, he says, 
experiential concepts. At the same time, the experience of space is " mit 
unserer organisirten Gestalt, mit unserem begrenzten Daseyn dem Verstande 
mitangeboren, congenialisch." 

But his dislike of abstract divisions often takes Herder too far. The 
necessary limits of concepts are ignored ; exact definitions avoided ; one 
expression slips over into another, — and the result is a most cheerless twi- 
light, wherein all accurate conceptual definition is impossible. Thus in 
no. 2270 Herder goes so far as to break down the distinctions which Kant 
had built up with infinite pains between the notions of 'good,' 'pleasant,' 
and ' beautiful,' — of nature and art, — and of beauty and sublimity. 

It seems to me that one cannot have any hesitation in passing judgment 
upon the work of the Metakritik and the Kalligone as a whole. One must 
wish, in Herder's interest, that neither of the two books had ever been 
written. The polemical style of both is wholly undignified : cf. especially 
the conclusion of the Metakritik [pp. 353-402. H's SWW. XXI. 
pp. 332-339], where Herder rails against the Str. in a tone of vulgar 
sarcasm, and calls upon Governments and Faculties to protect themselves 
from the despotism of the philosophical Faculty. From the point of view 
of the positive contribution to philosophy made by the two works, the 
Kalligone is incomparably the more important. Epistemological inquiries 
were Herder's very weakest side ; aesthetic investigation his strongest. 
More especially when the investigation is not one of principles, but one in 
which individual observations, aesthetic aperqus are in place, does the 
Kalligone rise far above the average level of the two books, and furnish us 
with much valuable information. But these illuminated passages give place 
all too quickly to the darker atmosphere of bitter and coarse polemic. 

The most careful appreciation of the Metakritik and the Kalligone has 
been given, in my opinion, by R. Haym, in a work which we have already 
had frequent occasion to refer to :)

Vol. IV. 1874. pp. 22-26.] We have before us in Hamann's two articles 
a brief summary of the leading ideas of Herder's Metakritik : a polemic 
against the differentiation of understanding and sensibility, and of matter and 
form ; and an insistence upon the importance of language as the connecting 
link between the two terms of the two pairs of concepts before mentioned. 
Here, too, there is value in the protest against Kant's mania for abstract 
schematization. But the protest itself is badly put, and its language is diffi- 
cult of comprehension, — as is that of all Hamann's works. The ' Magus ' has 
not succeeded in grasping the import of the Kantian problems. The reader 
looks in vain for a positive epistemology, which might be compared with 
that of Kant. Kant had proposed [according to no. 143] to publish a 
defence of his system against Hamann's attack ; but the intention was 
never carried out. — The unauthorized publication [probably due to Nico- 
lovius] of Hamann's Metacritik in no. 2280 was undertaken to demonstrate 
that the most striking ideas in Herder's Metakritik were "fast wortlich ab- 
geschrieben " from Hamann. As we have seen, the reproach of plagiarism 
cannot be brought home to Herder. And it is not confirmed in the least 
degree by the [ V, 9] Parallelismus zwischen der dltern Hamannschen und 
der neuern Herderschen Metacritik [ninth appendix, pp. 254-256], which 
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forms the conclusion of the Mancherley (V, 9). Equally unfounded, and 
— if it really did emanate from Kant himself — only excusable on the 
ground of senility, is the charge [see especially pp. IX ff., 62 ff.] that Herder 
had simply transcribed the views of Kant from his lecture note-books, and 
put his Metakritik together from them " umzogen vom Firniss einer hoch- 
trabenden, aber gehaltlosen Diktion " on the basis of Hamann's ideas, 
without naming their real source and origin. Granted that the influence of 
Kant upon Herder lasted up to the year 1799, even as regards particular 
philosophemes, there can be no question that a man of Herder's calibre 
worked the Kantian thoughts over and over in his own mind, till they 
became his own mental property and — welded with others into a coherent 
system — could with perfect right be designated by him as ' his own ' 
philosophy. — Three other essays were intended to show, in connection 
with /, the appreciation of Kant's merits in foreign countries, as con- 
trasted with the attitude of many German philosophers.

No. 2301 is a protest againt the post-Kantian conceptual philosophy and 
its trifling with and rummaging among concepts and deductions which have 
no real objective significance. Beck had something similar in mind earlier, 
when he declared that the starting-point of philosophy was to be looked 
for in the " Anmutung " to " urspriinglich vorstellen " something [cf. nos. 
1030-1044]. But Beck's attempt was altogether unsuccessful, in Mackensen's 
opinion, because he did not go back in the last instance to sensibility, but 
derived it from the understanding. Mackensen himself has recourse to the 
' faculty of abstraction.' But he understands by the expression something 
quite different from what it ordinarily means in logic, — not, i.e., the 
capacity to rise from the individual to the general, by an ' abstraction ' from 
the particular, but the capacity to abstract entirely from words and 
symbols, to think without words and to pierce through the symbols and 
images of things to the things themselves and penetrate them directly. 
True abstraction begins with a sceptical attitude of mind, and advances 
from this to the critical. First of all, the student must grow to realise the 
difficulty, which is so often concealed under the current views of things ; 
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in other words, he must discover his problems. Then he must set himself 
to break up the 'necessary' connections among his ideas which have arisen 
by habit and custom. This is the procedure of abstraction. In it, truth 
and error cease to be ; for it is only propositions that can be true or false, 
and abstraction has to do not with words or other symbols, but with the 
essential nature of things themselves. " Ein Gegenstand durch Abstraktion 
vorgestellt, ist die Realdefinition desselben, wenn man diese Abstraktion 
durch Worte ausdriickt. Dergleichen Realdefinitionen konnen nicht, wie die 
nominalen, verstanden werden, sie miissen eingesehen werden. Die Worter 
miissen hier ganz im Bewusstseyn verschwinden, die Seele muss in ein 
Anschauen des Gegenstandes verwandelt werden." Nominal definitions are 
always identical propositions : " der Begriff bleibt derselbe, das Definierte 
und die Definition sind ein und eben dasselbe Ding. In den Real- 
definitionen hingegen soil ein Begriff mit einem anderen vertauscht, ein 
Begriff soil in den anderen verwandelt werden. Man soil von einer Sache, 
die man schon langst kennt, eine ganz andere Ansicht erhalten, und die 
Empfindung, welche die Vorstellung davon begleitet, soil ganzlich ver- 
schwinden und einer anderen Platz machen" [pp. 112, 113]. "Die Real- 
definitionen konnen nun zwar nicht anders als durch Worte ausgedriickt 
werden, allein sie haben einen ganz anderen Sinn, als die Nominal- 
definitionen, und konnen nicht wie diese beurtheilt und gepriift werden. Sie 
geben nicht eigentlich das Wesen des Definirten an [denn das konnen 
Worter nicht], sondern sie deuten nur auf eine Vorstellung, in welcher 
dieses Wesen enthalten sey " [p. 115]. They can only serve as the occasion 
to the attainment of a certain idea, of which is asserted that the mind 
which possesses it will gain a completely new view, "dass ihm auf einmal 
ein Licht aufgehen werde" [p. 128]. Definitions of this kind often seem 
to show a thousand defects, — as do the Kantian, all of which are real- 
definitions, obtained by the procedure of abstraction. But that is no error 
or defect in them, which must necessarily be regarded as a flaw in a 
nominal definition. 

This brief summary of the contents of no. 2301 is sufficient to show that 
the work does not present a new system of philosophy, or even a new set 
of fundamental principles for the Kantian system. Nor is it significant as 
"einzig moglicher Schliissel" to Kant's doctrine. Its real value lies in the 
fact that it contains a caution, especially needed at the time, against mere 
word-play with meaningless [because not concretely realisable] concepts 
and deductions, and an admonition to bring concepts and phrases again 
and again to the one touch-stone of truth and reality, •— to sensible, as 
contradistinguished from any hypothetical ' intellectual ' experience. What 
the work demands, and what it finds praiseworthy in Kant, is not any par- 
ticular tenet of the Kantian philosophy, but rather the first requisite of any 
true [i.e., properly so-called] philosophy whatsoever. Kant has not seldom 
forgotten it : but his successors and disciples have lost sight of it far more 
frequently.)

Abstruse terminology, 
citations and refutations of opponents, etc., make them anything but 
palatable reading matter for the general public, for whom they were 
primarily intended. Looked at from the philosophical standpoint, on the 
other hand, they have many excellences, — rising far above the level of 
similar works from the pens of the average Kantians, who are chiefly 
remarkable for their adherence to the letter of their Master's writings. 
In Parts ii-vii Thanner gives an independent and fairly readable reproduc- 
tion of the practical portion of Kant's philosophy ; in Parts viii-xii, a com- 
parative and critical exposition of the chief points in the systems of Kant, 
Fichte, and Schelling. Fichte, he thinks, must be ranked higher than 
Kant, and Schelling higher than Fichte. Thanner is himself a disciple of 
Schelling. He is no blind admirer of his teacher, however ; he wishes to 
avoid Schelling's " alles uberfliegende Kuhnheit," and thinks that an 
ultimate basis is needed for the Identity philosophy, that an Introduction 
to it must be written. It is from the lack of this Introduction that all the 
incongruities and paradoxes, all the strange ideas with regard to religion 
and morality, history and revelation, appear in Schelling's system. The 
Introduction would teach that man must first of all occupy a firm position, 
must take his stand at an intermediate level, from which he raises himself 
by slow degrees to the highest attainable, to the Absolute, — which, for 
Thanner as for Schelling, is the final goal of philosophy. But this highest 
level is, on Thanner's view, not the absolutely, but only the relatively 
highest [the highest for man]. The Absolute in its full reality is rather 
seen darkly by the eye of belief, apprehended in idea, striven after as a 
formal and ideal end. "Das Absolute schlechthin zu schauen, zu erkennen,

objective theoretical knowledge : the three are intended simply to render 
evident the conceivability of their subject-matter ; 2. Wissenschaft der 
iibersinnlichen Zwecke, (a) Teleologie im weiteren Sinne, [i] Metaphysik 
des Schonen und Erhabenen, [ii] teleologische Naturlehre, — both separated 
from the Kritik der Urteilskraft, in opposition to the statement in the pref- 
ace to U., — (b) Metaphysik der Sitten, (c) Moraltheologie~\. These three 
principal parts form the Analytics of metaphysics. Over against them 
stands the Dialectics, which contains the various possible hyperphysical 
systems and a critique of them. 

In the section on "metaphysische Seelenlehre" Schmid narrowly escapes 
becoming dogmatic. The discipline, in contradistinction to " empirische 
Seelenlehre," has to establish the aprioristic laws of mind ; and in contra- 
distinction to " transscendentale Seelenlehre," to consider mind not as an 
object in and of itself, but as an object of possible experience. The Section 
might lead the reader to suppose that Schmidt looked upon mind as a 
special substance, perceptible by an internal sense. That is not really his 
view, however. 

The separation of criticism and metaphysics naturally renders numerous 
repetitions necessary. These would have made themselves felt more un- 
pleasantly than they do, had the work been written in more detailed style.)
